They have hobbies, too 
which they ride whenever they fool cast- 
/down and depreBsed. The Leader of tlio 
Opposition, as an examplo,-alboit not a 
gruesome sort of mau in coinpuuy-no 
Booner mounts tho rostium than ho indul- 
ges in extravagant hyperbole in describ- 
ing the miserable condition of the coun- 
try and utters tho doleful prediction that 
"the child yet unborn will not live to see 
the railway commenced in British Oolum- 
bia " Tho Herald of, "Wednesday is filled 
with vapory fancies onenfc the Kootonay 
election and hints that all kinds of cor- 
rupt inflaenco will bo brought to bear 
upon the electors by tho Government. 
Amongst others of its imaginings it de- 
clares that the Governmout press have 
•. threatened Kootenay. as it did Cariboo, 
with neglect and extinction it it decliuo 
to do tho Governmout bidding. We con- 
fesa that wo are unable to rcc;Ul an in-

Tho fugitivoH hefoio thoy departed con- 
cealed tho mote valuable property of tho 
house, as far as it could be removed at 
short notice, either in a well or in the 
waters of lliiihiki', ami thou imshed oll'ii; 
a boat, carrying v.ith tiieni the H,H'ri.'ii 
vi'Kst?ls and mo.st procionii (lo'.'uiiieutH, 
;iiid found shelter in the wood of Anciii.ig. 
They had vainly tried to conceal tho altar 
.slab, for it was too largo to bo ho • dispoa- 
oil of, aud one end perversely protruded 
from tho wtiter. The young men wme 
obliged to leave it ia thin wi.se, for it was 
high time to ho gone, but the old men 
jiiilied it out again aiid buriinl it .iu Cuc- 
coHijfully Bomewhoro that it wa^j novtu- 
found afterwards.

Some 
of tho monks fled through tho houso, Tho 
old Lord Lothwyn, tho fliib-jjrior, wai-i 
ki.llod iu the refectory, .lud ii boy-mouk 
who was by his bide, tho little Turgar, a 
brave and beautiful child, bogged to be 
killed ''^■ith hitn; hut l^arl Siilroo tho 
younger ioo.k hini uiblcr lii.H protection, 
and tearing on tiio sicred htibit, threw 
rouuil him a loose :^lec\•e,'oHs JJunisli tu- 
uio. So ho alone wati left. A fuw days

neath. Tho poor hoy had monriiful new.s 
io toll.

Ih the Crypt of St, Paul's. 

The most interesting portion of tho 
church is tho Cryjit, where, at the 
eastern extremity aro gatbored nearly 
all the remains of the tombs which 
Tirere saved from the old St. Paul's, 
Here, amid various other fragments, 
on different raised altar-tombs, repose 
the head and half the body of Sir Ni- 
cholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal in tho reign of Elizabeth, 
and father of Francis, Lord Bacon, 
1679. In the Orypt, not far from the 
old St. ' Paul's tombs, the reverend 
Dean Milman, the great historian of 
the church, is buried, under a simple 
tomb ornamented with a raised cross. 
In a recess on the south is the slab 
tomb of Sir Christopher Wren, and 
near bim, in other chapels, Robert 
Mylne.'the architect of old Blackfriars 
Bridge, and John Kouuio, tho archi- 
tect of Waterloo Bridge. Beneath the 
pavement lies Sir Joaliiia Ixovuolds 
(1742), who bad an almost royal fun- 
eral in St. Paul's, dukes and marquis- 
es contending for the honor of being 
bis pall-bearers. Around him are bur- 
ied his disciples aud followers — Law- 
rence, 1830, Barrv, 1800, Opie, 1807. 
West, 1820, Euse'li, 1825;but the most 
interesting grave is that of William 
Mallory Turner, whose dying request 
was that he might bo buried as near 
as possible to Sir Joshua. Whore tho 
heavy pillars aud arches gather thick 
beneath the dome, iu sjuto of his me- 
morable words at the battle of the 
Nile — "Victory or Westminster Ab- 
bey" — is the grave of Lord Nelson. 
Followed to the grave by the seven 
sons of his sovereign, ho was buried 
here in 180G, when Deau Milman, who 
was present, "heard, or seemed to 
hear, tho low wail of the sailois who 
encircled tho remains of their Admiral.' 
They tore to pieces the largest of tho 
Hags of tho Victory, which waved above 
his grave; tho rest wore buried with 
his cotUu. Tho sarcophagus of Nelson 
was designed and executed for Cardi- 
nal Wolsey by tho famous Torrogiauo, 
aud was intended to cout;iiii tho Ixjdy 
of Henry YIII. iu the toiub-hou.-io at 
Windsor. It encloses the coffin made 
from the mast of the ship L'Orient, 
which was presented to Nelson, after 
the buttlo of tho Nile, by Ben Hallo- 
woll, captaiu of tho Swiftsuro, tiuit, 
when ho was tired of life, he might bo 
"buried in one of his own trophies." 
On either side of Nelson repose the 
minor heroes of Trafalgar, ' Oolling- 
wood, 1810, and Lord Northesk; Pic 
ton also lies near him, but outside tho 
surrounding arches. A second huge 
sarcophagus of porphyry resting on 
lions is the tomb whore Arthur Wel- 
lesley, Duke of Wellington, was laid 
in 1852, in the presence of l.'j.OOO peo- 
ple, Dean Milman, who iiad been pie- 
sent at Nelson's funeral, tliou reading 
tlie service. Beyond, in a ghastly 
ghoul-befitting chamber, hung with 
tlio velvet which surrounded his lying- 
in-state at Chelsea, and whioh, by 
tho flickering torch-light, we see ern- 
l)la;',onod the many Onlors prosonlod 
to him by foreign sovereigns, is tho 
funorei car of WoUington, modollcil 
and constructed iu six. weeks, at an ex- 
pense of £13,000, from the guns taken 
in his dififerent oampaign8,"~"Good' 
WordB,"

In tho lobbies most alarming rumors 
wero current, and it is said tho Bonapart- 
ists and Muuarohists have resolved if their 
elections aro declaioil invalid by tho 
wholesale to resign in a body and thus 
furnish tho Senate a legitimate prot().\t 
for dissolution.

CnicAoo, Not. 8.— The Times' London 
special says: It is believed that Turkish 
resistance is approoohiug an end. Tho 
annihilation of the Turkish army in Ar- 
menia substantially ends the campaign in 
Asia. Although it may be a few weeks 
before tho Kussians -will occupy oil tho 
principal points, it is so patent to all par- 
ties that the Turkish power is broken that 
the terms upon which EuBsia will niako 
peace are bow the subjects of discussion 
in the London journals. The Turcophile 
organs claim that the subjugation of Arme- 
nia is more dangerous to British interests 
than Russian occupation of Constantino- 
ple, for while the latter affects the conti- 
nental Europe, no power except Qraat 
Britain is afi'ected by the Russionudvabce 
in Asia. A very strong united eflbrt is 
being made to stir up tho war feeling in 
England. It is argued that every town 
in India will be unfavorably alTocted by 
tho Turkish downfall in Asia and that the 
result will be most daugorous tothe Engr 
lish hold on the Indian poijulation, ^ 

The Bussians have concluded tlie in- 
vestment bf Plevna with a force of one 
hundred and thirfy thousand men. It is 
impossible for any supplies to get in or 
for Osman to get out and unless tlio Rus- 
sians commit some extraordinary blunder 
tba capture ofOsmau and his army is near. 
Certainly every line of retreat aoroaa tba 
Vid is securely held by theEussians with 
an overwhelming force. Once across tba 
river he would have to fight hia way 
through forty miles of country every foot 
bristling with Russian earthworks. 

Terms of peace being discussed are tho 
Russian occupation of the principal sea- 
ports of Armenia, autonomy of Bulgaria 
under the rule of a Prussian Prince and 
ample guarantees to Cbristians of Europe- 
an and Asiatic Turkey against Turkish op- 
pression. 

The Montenegrins aro bombarding Fort 
Serdar near Spuz. They also have 20 
eiege guns iu position bofor Pogoritza.

EASTEBN STATES. 

St. Loots, Nov. 4. — The Olobg Demo- 
crat's special from .lefTerson City says tho 
largo wooden barracks with stockade sur- 
rounding it, where tho convicts working 
in the coal mines at Mt. Serrat WerO' con- 
fined, burned last night. It appears some 
convicts have been acting badly, and 
about 8 o'clock, after all the prisoners 
woro in their bunks, -while Superintea- 
dont Todd was passing through tho cor- 
ridor, a lamp standing ou a bucket was 
throira at him, Tho lamp l»roko and the 
flames flew in al! directions, setting fire to 
tbrs stairs and somo bedding near by. An 
alarm was sounded by Todd, and seeing 
the destruction of tho building inevitable, 
he ordered the prisoners to jump from the 
windows, -which they did, tho guards 
having meantime been stationed in order 
to prevent escape. Those in tho second 
story received iu> serious injury, but 
thobO in the attic, panic stricken, jumped 
out so fast, that thoy fell ou each other 
Several wore badly hurt. Tho building 
was di'Htrojod in fifteen minutes. Two 
bodies wora found iu tho debris. Tho in- 
jured were taken to Jefl'erson City. Soma 
of the wounded say a plot had been made 
to burn the mines, htit in consequence of 
changes in men it was frustrated.

Beer. 



The Bavarian system of brewing and 
managing beer- ijould only be adopted 
by our brewers by reconstruct, 
ing their" fcfeweries, and adding to 
them vast coHars, knd the cost of ice 
would bo enormous. Besides, beer of 
such a nature that an entire cask must 
be consumed iu a day or two would bo 
for domestic purj^oses inconvenient, 
and oven at public houses, although tho 
capacity may bo boundless, yet time 
for drinking is limited by law. We 
should like to hear the publicans ap- 
plying for an occasional extension of 
hours on the ploa that a cask of beer, 
if not drdnk at night.would be spoiled 
next day. White tjeer brewed from 
wheat malt is largely consumGd in 
Germany, aud particularly at Berlin, 
where the "cool fair maiden," as it is 
called, attains perfection . It is kept 
in stone bottles, and poured into glas- 
ses big enough to go oQ a man's head. 
It is pale and clear as Bhine wine, and 
has a huge crown like a cauliflower. It 
might gratify the Alliance to hear 
that the number of breweries in Ger- 
many and Austria is steadily decreas- 
ing, but unfortunately the size Ot brew- 
eries is asi atoadily, inoreasing. The 
large eptabli^hinents are swallowing 
up the smaller. The prodigious growth 
of these establishments in countries 
which have always been the chosen 
home of the vine is moro surprising 
than any of the facts and figures that 
Prohibitionists collept as to barrel and 
bottle trafiSo in England. Even Ba- 
charaoh on the Ehine, the "Bacchi 
ara" of the Romans, has its brewery, 
and a very good one. Nuremberg, to 
a ha?ty visitor seems to bo all beer and 
Albert Diirer. In Austria, counts aud 
princes carry on business as brewers. 
It coiild hardly be expected that Brit- 
ish beer would show much' at Vien- 
na, The sampleshad travelled a long 
distance at a drying season, and had 
passed two months in the high tem- 
perature of the Exhibition building. 
Yet some samples of so-called Anglo- 
Bavarian beer are said to have turned 
out well, although they had not, like 
the German beers, been k<pt iu ice. 
The brewer who sent beer all the way 
from New Zealand to Vienna ought 
certainly to have had a medal for per 
severance. — " Saturday Keview."
